THE SOUTHERN BOOK PUBLISHING 


COMPANY. 


To satisfy the curiosity of a number of our 
readers concerning the Southern Book Pub- 
lishing Company, recently incorporated at 
Atlanta, Ga., we quote the following editorial 
by Tom F. McBeath, in the Florida School 
Exponent 

We note from the Atlanta daily papers that 
our old friend Chase, the irrepressible pro- 
moter, is at it again, this latest scheme being 
the creation—on paper—of a big book con- 
cern to be called the Southern Book Publish- 
ing Company, capitalized at $250,000, to be lo- 
cated at Atlanta, Ga., and to undertake the 
publication of text-books dealing in an impar- 
tial way with the South during the Civil War 
period. A petition for charter has been filed, 
and a long list of incorporators is given. 
Florida is represented among the incorpora- 
tors by a Mr. John Lesley, but who Mr. 
Lesley is, where he lives and what he does, 
we have been unable to discover. Diligent in- 
quiry has failed to find anybody in Florida 
that ever heard of him. If not a myth he is 
an exceedingly obscure reality. 

The prospectus of the proposed concern 
sings the same. old worn out song about the 
partiality of text-books and the discrimina- 
tion of publishers against Southern talent, etc., 
etc. 

Now we have no objection to the establish- 
ment of book concerns anywhere, and would 
hail with delight the setting up of a great pub- 
lishing house in the South, as adding to her 
business and material prosperity; but as a 
self-respecting Southern man—a Southern 
man by birth, breeding, education, instinct and 
prejudice—we must protest against all such 
attempts to trade in Southern sentiment and 
to coin cash out of such pusillanimous whines 
about partiality against the South and dis- 
crimination against Southern authors—all of 
which we look upon as an insult to Southern 
intelligence and a slander upon Southern man- 
hood. In this connection, the following edi- 
torial from a recent issue of the St. Louis 
Republican can, be read with profit—referring 
as it does to another of Brother Chase’s 
schemes : 

“Mary Johnston, Thomas Nelson Page, George 
W. Cable and Joel Chandler Harris must have read 
of the convention of Southern authors which was 
held in Charleston recently with some misgivings 
and no little amusement. If the objects of this 
convention are secured the above-named writers will 
soon be shelved.

houses had placed a boycott on the work of Southern 
authors. After counting the number of volumes 
issued under the names of writers from the North- 
ern States this statistician demonstrated that the 
South was far in the minority, both in the number 
of accepted manuscripts and the ‘hits’ of the sea- 
sons. 

“This failure to get into print, agreed several of 
the Charleston speakers, was resulting in a ‘liter- 
ary lethargy’ in the South. Genius crushed to 
earth threatened to rise no more. Northern preju- 
dice exerted through the medium of the publishing 
houses is fatiguing the baffled and rebuffed spirits 
of writers below the Mason and Dixon line. 

“The emergency is great enough to call forth 
heroic efforts, if these neglected authors are to be 
trusted. In order to revive the literary spirit in 
the South it was announced at the convention taat 
a publishing house will be established in Atlanta 
with a capital of $5,000,000. Each Southern State 
will have a representative on the Board of Directors 
and a ‘strong body of business men’ will assist in 
making Southern literature a staple and handy com- 
modity on the bookshelves of the world. 

“All of this would be very fine if the dream 
would come true. There is one fatal mistake in the 
premises of the convention. In these days no pub- 
lishing house or clique of publishing houses boy- 
cotts an author. They are on a hunt for excep- 
tional work. If they are fooled in gauging the pub- 
lic taste, it is their own fault and regret. 

“Perhaps the fact that ‘David Harum’ was refused 
by a number of publishers may be called a boycott, 
but the firm which did publish that unique book 
literally hit upon a ‘bonanza.’ Likewise the firm 
which issues Winston Churchill’s novels does not 
do so from any philanthropic motive, but because 
the public will buy them. 

“These Southern authors, if they really are au- 
thors, should learn that publishing houses are in 
the business for money. Art is secondary. This 
rule, after all, is no credit to them. Let the Charles- 
ton insurgents once catch the public ear through the 
medium of any publisher and they will have no 
cause to complain. There can be no ‘trust’ in the 
production of popular literature. The people fix 
their ‘own standard and the publishers cater to this 
taste. If Cable, Johnston, Page and others have 
succeeded it is because they have produced vital 
work. Others who do as much will have no diffi- 
culty in being ‘pushed’ by the trade.” 


PORQUET—AN OLD-TIME PARIS 
BOOKSELLER 


THE news comes of the death of Porquet, 
the well-known bookseller at No. 1 Quai Vol- 
taire, Paris, at an advanced age. Neither his 
age nor his given name was ever known, we 


believe. He was Porquet to the world and 
his constituents just as his assistant was 
Amadée. For seventy years Porquet kept a 


bookshop in Paris, most of that time on the 
Quai Voltaire. In his time Porquet, as eru- 
dite as he was popular, superintended the 
sales of some important libraries, such as 
those of the Comte de Behange, the Mar- 
quis de Gamay, the Baron de la Roche Lacar- 
elle and M. Lignerolles. For fifty years his 
only assistant was Amadée, who was a spe- 
cialist like Porquet himself, who was well- 
known to many book lovers, and with whom 
the Duc d’Aumale never failed to shake 
hands when he looked into the shop on the 
Quai Voltaire. Porquet would never have his 
shop lighted by gas and rarely kept it open 
after dark. His only recreation after he shut 
up his shop was to go to the Comédie Fran- 
gaise to witness one of the classical plays, for 
he abhorred the Romanticists and the Realists. 
The old bookseller had presented the Comédie 
with a very rare edition of Moliére, published 
in 1666. In return he was allowed a perma- 
nent free seat in the leading playhouse. 
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COPYRIGHT IN OLDEN TIMES. 


Dr. Kart Dziatzko, of the Gdttingen Uni- 
versity Library, according to the London 
Atheneum, has been making a study of the 
question whether the book system of classical 
antiquity had any law for the protection of 


the rights of authorship. His reply, as was to | 


be expected, is virtually in the negative. That 
is to say, neither of the two ways by which 
books came into circulation—the book trade 
and the custom of private copying—was 
barred by any law. Anybody was free to 
copy parts or the whole of a book which 
came into his hands, whether for his own use 
or for presentation to a friend, or even with 
the intention of commercial profit. 

Only in the case of the first edition of a 
work is there the slightest shade of any legal 
protection of literary property. To offer for

sale an original work without the sanction of 


the author made the intending trader liable 
to a suit of injuriarum actio. If, however, a 
certain work came into circulation through 
copies imparted to a circle of friends before 
the author had publicly made himself known 
as its author, he was able to protect himself 
against the premature competition of the book 
traders by announcing publicly that he had 
made changes in his text and that none of the 
copies in circulation was authentic. After 


such an announcement to the book trade no | 


more rolls of the earlier edition could be 
legally sold. 


AMERICANS START PAPER MILL IN 
ENGLAND. 


W. J. Atrorp, of Anderson, Ind., represent- 
ing paper mills in the West, in New York and 
in Massachusetts, is at present in England to 
establish the Thames Paper Company, re- 
cently incorporated in New York. This is the 
first attempt, we believe, made by Americans 
to invade a field that has hitherto been suc- 
cessfully held against all competitors.  In- 
deed, for many years English paper manufac- 
turers of the better grades of paper have suc- 
cessfully competed with American manufac- 
turers of similar grades. 

Later the Thames Paper Company intends 
to establish paper mills on the American plan, 
operated with American machinery by Ameri- 


can workmen in Germany and in France. The | 


experiment will be watched with considerable 
interest by all concerned. 


SALES OF THE TAUCHNITZ EDI- 
TIONS. 


The Author recently suggested to Baron 


Tauchnitz, the publisher, that his terms to | 


writers whose works are reprinted in his 
famous Tauchnits editions might be improved 
upon. The Baron replied by producing figures 
which show that the circulation of the various 
books produced by him is far smaller than 
is generally supposed. A sale of 3000 copies 
of a book is considered good and 5000 very 
good. A circulation of 10,000 has been ob- 
tained only in six cases out of 800 in the last 
ten years.

It will be seen that practically every pub- 
lishing house of any account whatever is on 
the side of reform, so that the bookseller need 
no longer be in doubt whether or not he may 
be able to obtain a representative stock of 
books to supply the demands made upon him 
by his customers. At any rate any bookseller 
may by this time know who is for or against 
him and lay his course accordingly. He 
must, however, also bear in mind that the 
success or failure of the movement depends 
in some measure upon his own individual 
attitude towards it. If he be slow to report 
violations of the rules, or if he be lax in the 
strict observance of them himself, the move- 
ment will suffer by just that much. By in- 
dividual integrity, loyalty and vigilance only 
can co-operation in this case hope to succeed.
